FREE STATE INCOME TAX. 


TO TUE EDITOR OP THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin. I propose, with your permission, to 
deal very briefly with the comments which 
have so far appeared over various names in 

our paper. e are inclined to agree with 

ir. Arthur Crowe in hurrying slowly with 
the matter of tariffs. Mr. J. C. M. Eason 
says that “it is not really expected that the 
Minister can reduce taxation by 54 millions.“ 
Mr. Eason has misunderstood the proposal 
which is limited to tax on incOme produ 

in Ireland; the amount involved is about two 
millions. He further suggests that the same 
result would be obtained by e general 
reduction of 1s, and the abolition of the 
corporation tax.” “The loss to the revenue 
would be much the same, but thé effect would 
be entirely different. e burden on capital 
invested in the Free State, with the reduction 
which he himself suggests, would still be 
greater than outside the State, and there 
would be no reason why it should flow here. 
To remit a tax on all capital employing labour 
and producing wealth in the Free State would 
have the effect of stopping the outflow of such 
capital and provide a very definite inducement 
to new capital to enter. ’ 

Deputies who argue that income tax is 
adopted by all modern progressive States“ 
and that, therefore, Ireland should maintain 
it should meditate on the facts (1) that the 
highest income tax in Europe produces in 
Ireland the ridiculous yield of £1 2s. 6d. per 
head against, for instance, £6 8s. in England; 
(2) that Ireland has exported the vast pre- 
ponderance of her fluid capital and is still 
exporting it; (3) that Ireland must stop this 
outflow and get back much of what she has 
exported before her economic conditions are 
those of a normal modern, progressive 
State.” Deputies who welcome the sugges- 
tion, but think it too to be true,“ 
should remember that it is up to them to 
make it come true. Perhaps, before we are 
done, their constituents may help us to remind 
them of the fact. 

I am sorry to dispel the high hopes en- 
gendered by Major Bryan Cooper and his 
suggestion that the American money is boot- 
legged into Ireland. Such hopes have no more 
substantial basis than a roseate imagination. 
I have seen stacks of these paying orders on 
cashiers’ désks in every corner of Ireland; all 
this money comes in through the banks. 

As for the suggestion that many of the 
expenses now charged against immediate 
income should be liquidated over a period of 
vears, we suggest. that a mixed committee, 
consisting of two representatives of the Dail. 
two of the Senate, two of the Chambers of 
Commerce and two of the Labour Party, 
should examine the whole of the existing pay- 
ments and report to the Dail what sums now 
provided for in the annual * a should be 
regarded as costs of the dissolution of the 
partnership and the flotation of the new 
coneerh, and how these should be capitalised.

We are very much and very sympathetically 
interested in the case of Messrs. Guinness, 
and, perhaps, in time the Government will 
feel moved to take the public completely into 
its confidente in this matter. 

Mr. J. L. Murphy will, on consideration, 
recognise that it is essential that, when this 
tax is remitted, it should be done under such 
conditions as will give new capital, brought 
in, security of tenure on the conditions which 
brought it in. The suggestion that in two or 
three years these conditions might be 
materially altered would wreck the whole pur- 
pose of the plan.

Sm. — The following extract from a Vic- 
torian writer on political economy may have 
some interest at the present moment. Speak- 
ing of the possibility of depending on direct 
taxation only, the author (Fawcett's 
Manual of Political . 
497) :—"' Thus it is probable that our present 
income tax does not to any serious extent 
discourage the avcumulation, of capital. But 
an increase of the income tax to 4s. in the 
pound would so powerfully check the ae. 
cumulation of capital that the production of 
wealth would be greatly diminished and the 
wage fund of the country would be ao much 
decreased that the wages of the labourers 
would be considerably reduced.” 

This was written in 1868-9, when England 
was in the full flush of ber Free Trade 
prosperity, when American and German com. 
petition had only begun to take effect, and 
the capital of the country was increasing by 
leaps and bounds. What would the writer 
have said conld he have foreseen — 
Ireland, after cutting the bonds which joined 
her financially to England, would deliberately 
retain an income tax of 5s. in the pound, 
while her capital and her roduction were 
being rapidly destroyed, with an adverse 
trade balance of fourteen millions, and an

DR. E. MACDOWEL COSGRAVE. 


We regret to announce that Dr. E. 
MacDowel ve died at his residence, 
5 Gardiner’s row, Dublin, on Monday night. 

Dr, Cosgrave was in his 78th year, and 
was a prominent figure in the professional 
and social life of Dublin. His educational 
and professional attainments gained him many 
distinctions, while his charming 8282 
and his generous disposition won many 
friends. 

Born in Dublin in 1846, Dr. MacDowel 
Oosgrave was the son of William Alexander

He studied at h 
the House of . the a 
Hospital. Dr. g the 
degree of M.D. in Dublin University. 
was licentiate in midwifery of the Rotu 

Hospital, a licentiate of the Royal College 
of Surgeons and a Fellow of the Royal College 
of Physicians, Ireland, and was President of 
the latter College in 1914. : 

Dr. Cosgrave held numerous professional 
> pointment. He was Physician to Simpson s 

ospital, Drumcondra Hospital, and Cork 
street Fever Hospital, and during the great 
war he was Physician to the Dublin Castle 
Red Cross Hospital. He was also Physician- 
in-Ordinary to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 

Gifted with talents beyond the ordinary, he 
filled with distinction many responsible offices 
in his profession. He was Professor of 
Biology to the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Honorary Member, Examiner and Lecturer of 
St. John Ambulance Association; Honorary 
Treasurer and Member of the Coun- 
cil of the Royal Zodlogical — 
of Ireland, Member of the Bri 
Medical Association, and Honorary Member 
of the Dublin Council of the Biological and 
Experimental Science Association. He was 
also a Knight and Honorary Associate of the 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem, and a member 
of the Dublin Branch of the British Temper- 
ance Association. 

Dr. Cosgrave had a facile pen. He was the 
author of many publications, including '' The 
Student’s Botany” (1885) and several con- 
tributions to journals, chiefly relating to 
hygiene. He was Lecturer in Zoology and 
Botany in the Royal College of Surgeons in 
Ireland. He was the author of the Official 
Nursing Hand Book of the St. John 
Ambulance Association—a book of which more 
than three hundred thousand copies have 
been sold. 

Apart from his professional attainments, Dr. 
Cosgrave was a well-known antiquary and 
archeologist, and was widely recognised as an 
authority on the history of Dublin and its 
institutions. He knew his native city as it 
was given to few to know it. He was one of 
the principal founders of the Georgian Society, 
to which body he acted as Honorary Secretary. 
He was also a member of the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries, and his writing on antiquarian 
eabjects were many and well-informed. Out- 
standing publications of which he was the 
author were The Iilostrated Dictionary of 
Dublin" (published in 1895, second edition 
1906), Catalogue of Engravings of Dublin 
from the Earliest Times to 1900,“ and Dublin 
and County Dublin in the Twentieth Century,“ 
all of which are accepted as standard works. 
In addition to such activities, Dr. Cosgrave 
found time to devote to photography and 
chess, which were among his favourite hobbies. 
He was President of the Amateur Photo- 
graphic Society and was an expert with the 
camera, some of his photographs being works 
of art. He was also a chess player of some 
ability, was President of the Irish Chess Club, 
and was the first to play the game with living 
men as pieces. In these pursuits Dr. Cos- 
grave's genial personality won him friends in 
all directions. i 

Dr. Cosgrave married. in 1884, Anna, 
daughter of the Rev. William Crofts Bullen 
of Ballythomas, Mallow, Co. Cork. Mrs 
Cosgrave died a few years ago. 


THE RIGHT REV. MONSIGNOR 


FITZPATRICK, 


‘The Right Rev. Monsignor Fitzpatrick, 
P. P., V.G., whose death took place, after a 
lengthy illness, at the Hospice for the Dying, 
Harold's Cross, on Monday, was a native of 
Dublin, having been born in Lower Baggot 
street in 1846. His father was a physician, 
who enjoyed a very extensive practice, and 
his uncle had been Abbot of Mount Melleray 
for forty-five years. He died in 1893. An 
interesting fact is that when he was chosen 
es Abbot his health was so poor that he 
believed he could not live for more than a 
few months; yet he survived to govern the 
County Waterford monastery for forty five 
years. A brother of Monsignor 8 
a member of the Vincentian Order, was 
virtually murdered when on a mission to 
China. Another brother was Sir Denis Fits- 

trick, who was Governor of the Punjab 
and subsequently a member of the Council of 
India. e died only a few years ago in 
London. A sister is a member of the Order 
oí Charity. 

Monsignor Fitzpatrick was educated frst 
at Carlow College, from which he proceeded 
to Holy Cross College, Clonliffe, and after: 
wards the Irish College, Rome, where he 
was ordained priest in July, 1870 On his 
return to Ireland he was appointed on the 
professorial staff of Holy Cross College, of 
which institution .he became, im course 
time, Vice-President and finally President.
